same thing. 

In the case of the Symphony Or- 
chestra, the requirement is even 
greater, 100 free tickets for each 


concert. 
“Tt’s an old theatrical custom to 


supply free tickets to the manage- 


ment,” declared James E. Darst, 
manager of the Auditorium, adding 
that the custom dates back to the 
‘beginning of time in the world of 
‘the theater. He said 99 per cent of 
all theatrical, carnival and auditori- 
‘um contracts contain an identical- 
‘ly-phrased clause, that the manage- 
‘ments gets 40 tickets. 
Issue of Free Advertising. 

Not only the pass question but 
also the matter of distributing leaf- 
lets advertising future perform- 
ances at the Auditorium has been 
disturbing officers of the Civic 
Music League. They succeeded in 
removing a clause in all Auditorium 
contracts which reads: “The Audi- 
torium reserves the right to dis- 
tribute to the audience announce- 
ments and literature concerning fu- 
ture. attractions to be held in the 
Municipal Auditorium, whether 
such attractions are under the aus- 
‘pices of the exhibitor or otherwise.”

A Little “Papering” Preferred. 


Regarding the passes, Darst said 
when all seats for a performance 
are sold out, it is the practice to 
return most of the free tickets to 
the promoters. He cited the Nelson 
Eddy concert sellout, saying that 
only five or six free tickets were 
distributed. 

“On other shows, passes don’t 
make much difference,” he contin- 
ued. “Managers usually prefer a 
little papering of the house.” 

Darst said since the opera house 
seats 3600 persons, he didn’t think a 
request for 40 free tickets was ex- 
cessive. The tickets go to members 
of the Auditorium Commission, an 
advisory body which consists of six 
Aldermen, Mayor Dickmann or his 
secretary, Comptroller Louis: Nolte, 
City Counselor Edgar Wayman, Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Frank 
J. McDevitt, Director of Public 
Safety George W. Chadsey, two citi- 
zens and representatives of the Con- 
vention Bureau, Hotel Men’s Asso- 
ciation and Associated Retailers. 

If the 16 members of the com- 
mission don’t take all of the passes, 
they are distributed to other city 
officials. Sometimes, Darst said, 
members of the commission buy 
their own tickets, not even bother- 
ing with the passes.

The Civic Music League pays 
$350 rent for each of its five per- 
formances. This coming season it 
will bring, among others, the Min- 
neapolis Symphony Orchestra, Ar- 
gentinita, a dancer; and Ezio Pinza, 
Metropolitan Opera baritone.

It 
cannot win without support and, with Russia neutral, 
it is a question whether Britain and France would 
go to Poland’s aid. 

However this development may be explained, how- 
ever it may be criticised or regretted, it lays bare, as 
nothing has done before, the folly of Chamberlain 
‘and Daladier’s vacillation and procrastination. The 
British-French policy ever since Hitler began to

Why did they choose appeasement instead? Be- 
‘cause the Chamberlain choice was Hitler on the Rhine 
rather than the risk of Communism. The Chamber-

of peace. 

The European nightmare of rapprochement between

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WHAT ABOUT JAMES SEWARD? 


Acting Gov. Harris’ approval of a parole for Fred- | 


erick Ebbs, St. Louisan sent to prison for killing his 
wife, inevitably brings up the case of James Seward. 

Seward has been behind the bars since 1921, five 
years longer than Ebbs. Seward denied the crime 
for which he was sent to the penitentiary, whereas 
Ebbs at first confessed the slaying of his wife. 
Speaker Christy of the Missouri House, Albert Ennis 
of Festus and many others, who have studied his 
case, have urged a parole for Seward. 

The State Penal Board recommended a parole six 
years ago. The successor body, the Board of Proba- 
tion and Parole, gave Seward a hearing a year and 
a half ago and reviewed the case last winter, when 
Gov. Stark was appealed to. ) 

Mr. Harris knows all this as chairman of the parole 
body. If the board has information which requires 
it to keep Seward locked up it should tell the public 
what that information is. If it has no such infor- 
mation it should release Seward on his good record. 
The campaign for his release will4go on until the 
requirements of justice are satiafied.

ITH the official opening on 

Sept. 1 of its hotel for young 

business women, the Salvation 
Army will add the tenth to its 
chain of hotel-homes, known as 
Evangeline Residence, in various 
cities of the country. The St. Louis 
residence will occupy the 15-story 
building at 1803:Pine street,, erect- 
ed in 1928 as the Robert E. Lee 
Hotel, but more recently operated 
under the name of Hotel Auditori- 
um. 

Eventually, at capacity registra- 
tion, the St. Louis Evangeline Resi- 
dence will provide a home for about 
280 young business women at 
weekly rates of from $7.50 to $10, 
including room with bath and 
board. Lounges on the lobby and 
second floors of the hotel will be 
refurnished; laundries and sewing 
rooms will be installed; recrea- 
tional facilities will be added and 
gradually the hotel interior will 
be retouched to approach as near- 
ly as possibe the atmosphere of 
a home, . 

“We want to emphasize the home 
atmosphere,” said Brigadier O. A. 
Sandgren, who with six years’ ex- 
perience operating the Detroit 
Evangeline Residence, has come 
here to get the St. Louis venture 
under way. 

" “We are not here to provide 
merely room and board for young 
women but a wholesome environ- 
ment, Everything will be done to 
make this a residence of which a 
young woman can be proud, where 
she can bring her friends and en- 


ances, 

“We believe in young women 
having friends of the opposite sex. 
In fact we encourage it and 
eventually the lobby of the hatel 
will be refurnished with love seats 
and potted palms so the young 
people can be comfortable if they 
elect to stay home for an evening 
instead of going out to a movie or 
a dance. There will also be com- 
fortable lounges on the _ second 
floor, but no men or dogs will be 
allowed above the second floor of 
the hotel.”

The Child Who 
Does Not Learn 
To Read Easily 


Slowness No Sign He Lacks 
Intelligence — Influence 
of Environment.

'g EARNING to read is the most 
| important single accomplish- 
ment in the early formal edu- 
‘cation of the child. Since every 
‘other kind of “book learning” de- 
pends on this, it is a source of 
‘great concern to parents and teach- 
ers when a pupil lags behind in 
reading. 
| With the opening of school in 
‘prospect, many anxious thoughts 
‘in many homes are directed to- 
wards a delinquent of this kind in 
(the household. 
| It will be encouraging to learn 
\that reliable studies made in a 
large child guidance clinic indi- 
cate that the old concept—that the 
child who is slow in learning to 
read is lacking in intelligence— 
‘is unfounded. 
| Im the early grades in school 
/work most of the failures in pro- 
motion were due to failure in read- 
_ing—99 per cent of pupils in Grade 
‘I; 90 per cent in Grade II, and 68 
| per cent in Grade III were so clas- 
‘sified. 
| In a study of such pupils, the 
‘fundamental causes of failure were 
eliminated—eye defects and ear de- 
fects had been corrected. The in- 
telligence quotient of this group was 
satisfactory, but of an entire 
group of Grade I, IJ and III pupils 
who could not read, the number 
of low intelligence-quotient cases 
small. 

So, starting with intelligent pu- 
pils who could see and hear well,

A frequent and fundamental dif- 
ficulty was that the children came 
from foreign homes where no En- 
glish was spoken. One child never 
learned to speak English until he 
started school.
